"Confidence of the people in im- 


partial justice and in the integrity of 
the courts is an essential element of 
the preservation of our form of gov- 
ernment. 
Without such confidence, 
there can be no stability in busi- 
ness, nor a sense of security In hts 
liberty ttJd property rights to 
the 


individual. 
TWO STANDARDS 


"There can be no such confidence, 


if there exist two standards of pro- 
cedure and of punishment for law 
violators: One for the wealthy, who 
by reason of their wealth are enabled 
to nrocure eminent counsel ai>d to 
avail themselves of all the advantages 
and technicalities known to the law 
before conviction and who by reason 
of their previous standing ' in the 
community confidently 
expect and 


demand that their 
punishment be 


Minimized; and another different and 
distinct standard for the law violator 
whose financial 
circumstances 
are 


such as will not permit him to avail 
himself of such a defense and whose 
previous standing in the cammunity 
raises no popular demand for a light 
sentence. 
"The banker who violates the trust 


reposed in him should be as severely, 
punished as the statute permits.* The 
responsibility imposed upon a banker 
for integrity, honesty and fair deal- 
ing, is greater than that imposed on 
»ny other person. The confidence of 
the business world in 
the banking 


fraternity has been lessened by the 
failure to vigorously prosecute par- 
ticipants in the wrecking of banks and 
by inadequate punishment Inflicted : 
upon those who are convicted for vi-!

STRIKES

Radical Control of Organizations 


Given as Reason 


LONDON — (United Press) 


The unusual sequent* of big strikes 
and labor upheavals the moment a 
Labor government came Into power 
111 Britain, mar veil surprise readers 
abroad, who may Justifiably have 
supposed that the aims of tbe trade- 
union movement would ba to 
help 


the First Labor government to make 
Food and continue in office as long 
as possible. 


Actually, 
Ramsey 
MacDonald's 


Cabinet has 
encountered 
more 


tiouble from its own alleged support- 
ers than it has from tbe combined 
Parliamentary opposition, 
Liberals 


and Conservatives. 


The reasons are many and various 


—sometimes a case of "curses like 
chickens coming -home to roost," 
v,nen Labor leaders have found that 
the lively criticisms 
they launched 


from tbe opposition benches are not 
<juite so easily acceptable when the 
cntics find themselves at the head of 
a big Government department. 


The main cause, however, is the in- 


creasing influence of 
Communists 


and other extremists in British tra<1e 
imion 
management—men 
not 
in 


Parliament, but possibly hoping to 
get there and, anyway, seeking to 
•-.-•place the older type of leader woo 
13 now a member of the Government. 
AS hen MacDonald formed his Cabinet 
tne cream of the saner labor lead"™ 
became Cabinet Ministers and junior 
members of the Administration and. 
according to British governmental 
precedent, they relineuilshed, tempoi- 
arily at any rate, 4$ive control of 
their own trade unions 


Hence, most of the big unions lost 


a number of their most experienced 
leaders—men of the "safe and sane" 


Tbe mam body of British trade 


union feeling is bv no means extrem- 
ist contrarily. it is intently conser- 
lative, as befitting the original aims 
of the trade union mo\ement. But, 


HIM «ost eeasMNratirw. the average 
old-tjrpe trade unionist did not worry 
himself muck about tho political side 
of the movement, and was too lasy 
to see that his views were properly 
represented even on his own govern- 
ing body. 
Under leader* like J. H 


Thomas. J. R. dynes. Stephen Walsh 
Tom Shaw. Harry Gosling and oth- 
ers now in the Cabinet, the average 
trade unionist was content to let his 
executive do his political thinking for 
htm. 
EXTBEMlSTp IK OFFICE 


It is true that of late years most 


of the big labor federations 
have 
placed the younger, mostly extremist 
iy|M> iti 
"B«vOBd-ia-coi&iuSud" 
po- 
sition, but this m-as mostly on gener- 
al • gingering-up" principles, aad it 
was on the saner, old type chief of 
the 
organization 
that the trade 


unionist relied to steer clear of fool- 
ishness. Where an extremist gained 
the highest position in a union he 
invariably found himself hedged by 
old-type 
conservative 
lieutenants. 
This is typical, not only of British 
labor, but British politics generally. 
Tbe Britisher hates political 
ex- 
tremes in any direction, and likes to 
attach a few safety 
brakes. 
This 


was the explanation of 'the last Gen- 
eral Election result 
Scared or, at 
least, worried, by the -prospect of 
food taxation and increased cost of 
living. Mr. J. Elector Bull merely de- 
cided to elect enough Labor and Lib- 
eral members of Parliament to pre- 
vent Conservative tariff experiments. 


With regard to the tiade unions, 


however, it meant tbe removal of the 
safety brakes, and general control of 
the machinery passed into the hands, 
of the extremists. Many of the* mod- 
ern trade union leaders had little or 
no connection with 
personal labor, 


having adopted politics as a profes- 
sion and. however sincere their ideas, 
they viewed labor organization from 
the political standpoint, whereas the 
older type thought more about the 
industrial aspects. 


Both types desired io utilize the 
accession to power of a Labor Gov- 
ernment for the furtherance of trade 
union ideals, but they differed as to 
the scope of these ideals and 
the 


methods of application 
Some of the 


youneer tvpe teaw only an opportun- 
ity of squeezing immediate conces- 
sions to the workers, while the older 
type preferred to "make haste slow- 


The recent transport workers and 


dockers' strike, also the stoppage of 
the London tram and blis -workers, 
were due partly to old grievances,

A THOUGHT 


Tlaln cod liver oil contains more 


vitamin than any pthrr known sub- 
stance. 
It Is rich In the fat soluble 


vitamins which prevent rickets. 


•Cod liver oil, tho plain, prefer- 


ably unrefined or pnpuriflerl arti- 
cle, has long ,borne a good reputa- 
tion In medicine.

oil habit — a teaspoonful a day for 
a year or two would do no harm, at 
any rate.
